Five of these to be arrested were in-

The men, it is al- 
leged, operated against individuals and 
lorporations that desired to place stocks 
W bonds on the market. 


The following members of the alleged 


ring were indicted by the federal grand 
Jury here. F. D. Minhard, now in-Cleve- 
land, and J. Gordon Malcolm, who went 
to Canada before the indictments were 
returned; Thomas Fishwick, now in 
Bo*ton; George S. Hanna Ford, now iit 
Chicago; J. R. Long, now in Buffalo. 


The indictments charge the use of 


the mails, to defraud. United . States 
District Attorney Sherman T. McPher- 
Bon withheld, the indictments from pub- 
lication in order, that officers could be 
given, oppprtunity..to. locate the men 
named. 
Mr. McPherson. said it was 


planned to arrest several nien in Buf- 
falo and take them before the federal 
grand jury which convenes there Tues* 
day..

ople where they were relieved by Ser- 
vian troops. 


The Bulgarians with all their artil- 


ery began their advance on the Tchatal- 
ja fortifications on Saturday and con- 
tinued the bombardment of the works 
throughout Sunday. 
.They, however, 


found the Turkish positions rso strong 
that they coiild make no impression on 
them and the attempt had been given 
up, the firing, according to a dispatch 
from Constantinople having ceased. 


Observers who have been to the Turk- 


ish front agree that the capture of the 
Tchatalja lines must prove a 'task of 
tremendous difficulty.

When Sftvoff was 14 his parents packed 


:heir few household goods and migrated 
'nto Bulgaria. 


Savoff was always grim, silent, wil- 


ful 
To be a soldier was his aim; he 


had even played soldier an a boy, out 
in the outskirts of Adrianople, whero 
later he wa» to march aa a real Boldier. 
Ho entered the Bulgarian military school 
at 
Sophia, 
His talent 
immediately 


marked him aa a leader. His govern- 
ment sent him to the military school at 
St. Petersburg, in Russia. Upon his re- 
turn, in 1885, he wag made a captain.

The Political Plum Crop. 


Job-hunting democrats and near democrats who hope 


to land in appointive places of varying degrees of re- 
munerative attractiveness as a result of the recent polit- 
ical upheaval, will do well to possess themselves with some 
'degree of patience. There are multiplying evidences that 
neither undue haste nor too demonstrative insistence is 
likely to find favor with the gentlemen upon whom will fall 
the distribution of the political plum crop. 


Despite the advance of the civil service idea, we shall 


perhaps never be able to get away entirely from the Jack- 
sonian theory that the spoils of battle are the legitimate 
inheritance of the victor. Nor,' indeed, is there necessity 
for'removing entirely the prospect of political place as a 
reward for political activity. Except, perhaps, in some 
departments of the classified service where peculiar tech- 
nical equipment is a requisite, the system permits change 
of official heads without seriously impairing the service 
until the new man is "broken in." Beginning with the 
days of Grover Cleveland, there has been a gradual exten- 
sion of the civil service, operations, and yet this is no guar- 
anty whatever as to the future save as a precedent. Pres- 
ident Taft some months ago issued an order placing 
fourth-class postmasterships in the civil service division, 
yet there is nothing whatever to prevent his successor 
from taking them out again if he cares to do so. 


The significant phase of the present situation as it af- 


fects the place-hunter's chance is the fact that Governor 
Wilson has in his official career shown no disposition what- 
ever to engage in any wholesale or precipitate decapita- 
tions of those in appointive place to make way'for mem- 
bers of his party. In all probability there will be some- 
thing of an exodus of republican appointees now enjoying 
appointive positions, but the exchange is likely to be made 
in an orderly and perfectly decorous manner. Football 


- tactics are not likely to be tolerated about the pie-counter. 


First changes are likely to occur in the departments at 
Washington, but unless all signs fail the man Avith a com- 
missioned place will be allowed to fill out his term before 
he is compelled to give way to a successor.. The political 
plum crop this year is going to be a reasonably fair one, 
but it isn't going to ripen all at once.

years in the shadow of the "Sublime 
Porte," and who is better acquainted 
with th'e officials, past and present,'of 
the Turkish government, than any other 
English speaking newspaper man in Con- 
stantinople. 
At the .moment when the 


whole burden of Turkey's tremendous 
political position rests on this 90-year- 
old man this story is important and in- 
teresting.)

Constantinople, Oct.' 25.—-Kiamil Pa- 


sha, grand vizier of the Turkish em- 
pire, is the man directing the struggle 
against the Balkan 
allies, trying to 


maintain peace »nd arouse enthusiasm 
for the crescent in Asiatic Turkey, while 
at the same time battling in diplomacy 
for Turkey against four nations. He is 
»t the present moment supreme throSigh- 
out the empire, a figure far more power- 
ful than the sultan himself, and far 
more able 


In his ninetieth year, this "grand old 


man" of the Moslems is vigorous men- 
tally and physically, keen of eye and'of 
mind, with a bearded face that shows 
intellect and firmness. Despite his many 
years-and a career of varied, and ven- 
turous activitie* he alone seems to have 
the experience and authority, as .well as 
the determination, indispensable in the 
crisis facing, the Turks. 
• ' • • 


' Kiamil Fasht' has been grand vizier 
four-times,' from 1885 to 1891; from 
1895 to 1897; from • 1908 to 1900; and 
now. "Vizier" means one who bears a 
burden. • The .grand vizier corresponds 


;o the English premier, and the Ameri- 
can secretary of state, in that he heads 
;he cabinet, but Kiamil Pasha has much 
jreater powers and heavier burdens now 
;han either the American or*. English 
premiers.. 


He is the only Turk who ever held 


that office four times. Usually a grand j 
vizier "mysteriously disappears" when j 
be is "separated" from the job. Kiamil': 
came mighty near 'disappearing" once 
himself. That was in '97, when he was 
so thoughtless as to suggest to Abdul 
Hamid-'that the people should have a 
few constitutional rights. The old, ty- 
rannical sultan removed him from of- 
fice and Kiamil was sent to Aidin, where 
he lived in exile 13 years. Then 
he 


slipped into Constantinople under Brit- 
ish protection and assisted the Young 
Turks in their fight for a constitution 
and a new sultan. 


To a person acquainted with Turkish 


officials the most astounding thing about 
Kiamil Pasha is that he is a poor man, 
and always was poor. In a land where 
the officers live by grafting and out- 
right stealing this is remarkable. Other 
grand viziers have left the office loaded 
down with wealth if they left it alive. 
No other Turk is his superior in integ- 
rity or patriotism, and few are his 
peers. 
t 


Kiamil Pasha (Pasha being a title, 


and not a surname) was born a little 
over 89 years ago in Cyprus. He has, 
according to the advice of the "prophet" 
his allotment of four regular wives and 
a harem of slfive girls. 
He wouldn't 


be a devout follower of the "Shadow of 
God on Earth," as the Moslems 'regard 
the sultan, if he didn't keep an abun- 
dance of wives in Ms household.

Small Craft to Pass from At- 


lantic to Pacific Next 


Year. 


PROGRESS ON CANAL 


Washington. Nov. 18.—Some time next 


iuraroe- or fall, no exact date being 
specified, a vessel will pass from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific acroa what is 
»ow tie Isthmus of Panama. 


The vessel will not be the Oregon nor 


any other, famous ship, but will be one 
•of the many small water craft in daily- 
use by the canal builders. Probably the 
only passenger* will be Col. George W. 
Goethals and'the staff of American en- 
gineers, who for eight years have been 
carrying on 'the greatest engineering 
work the world has ever seen. 


It will be anywhere from six month* 


to a year later, perhaps, befors the for- 
mal opening of the waterway will take 
place and a naval fleet, headed by the 
famous old Oregon, will pass through, 
and the canal may be- fairly said' to be 
open to trade: These facts are not of 
official record as yet. 


M»y Hasten Opening Date. 


. The date of Jan. 1, 1915, still'stands 
for the opening predicted by .Col. Goe- 
thals. But that the opening will be an- 
ticipated to a great extent has been 
p'romised by the canal builders in un- 
official statements. 


.According.to the annual report of the 


canal- commission, just published, com- 
pletion of the great locks by Jan. 1 next 
•will not be possible, owing to contract 
delays. 
Within, six months thereafter 


the channel will be finished. To insure 
the safe passage of the locks the con- 
tractor has been called upon to finish' the 
gates in one flight first, so that if the 
rest of the work is in condition, passage 
of ships can be permitted without wait- 
ing for the completion of the other 
flighto. 


The great lock? are being built in du- 


plicate, side by side, not only to add to 
the capacity of the canal but to insure 
its continuance in operation in case of a 
serious accident to a. ship in one of the 
locks. 


Slides at Cnlebra Cut 


Katnrally the most interesting feature 


of the report relates to the operations 
in the great Culebra cut

avalanche in magnitude, have so in- 
creased the amount of material to be

During the last year nearly 16,500,000 


cubic yards of earth were taken out of 
this cut, leaving nearly 12,000,000 to be 
displaced before the canal can be opened. 


One slide now in motion,. near the 


bridge of Culebra, covers an" area of 
sixty-three acres, from which 2.710.000 
yards already have been removed. leav- 
ing 1,300.000 still to he handled.' Then 
there is another slide of fifty acres on 
the opposite side of the canall 


The encouraging feature of the heavy 


work at that point is found in the state- 
ment in the report "that none of the 
slides wfeioa occurred during the 


would have interfered with the passage 
of ships had the canal been in opera- 
tion." 


Of even greater interest, from an en- 


gineering point of view, than the exca- 
vation in Culebra cut was the work of 
constructing the great locks at Gatun 
and Jliraiiores and Pedro Miguel, where 
many novel problems have been solved 
and lock machinery constructed of spe- 
cial designs of a magnitude never be- 
fore heard of. 


For instance, so big are the valves at 


the side of the locks that a test showed 
that it required a pull of over ten tons 
on the stem to open one of these valves. 


All this work is don6 electrically, and 


here again tlie engineers were confront- 
ed with new difficulties. 


Owing to the peculiar climatic con- 


ditions on the isthmus, which soon im- 
pair the ordinary insulation of electri- 
cal machinery, the engineers found it 
necessary to make a great number of 
experiments, no less than sixteen sam- 


ple motors being pitted against one an- 
other. It was an awful test for dyna- 
mo and motor builders to have their 
machines required to operate for ten 
days in a building filled with steam at a 
temperature of fifty degrees centigrade 
and having the motor rases filled with 
water for five hours at thirty degrees. 


But the American motor builders re- 


sponded nnd electric motors under tests 
are now swinging the great gates of the 
canal, each weighing many tons and as 
tall and broad as a gre.it skyscraper 
building, in the remarkable time of one 
minuto and forty-eight seconds. 


To make these gates the iron workers 


must drive and head 5.750.000 rivets. 
The pivots of these great locks are 
made of a special grade of steel and 
bronze, not only for strength, but to 
protect them against corrosion. 


To supply the power to oper.it/; the 


gates and sluice valves in the locks and 
furnish current for the colossal electric 


s 
which are to 
tow the 


steamships through the locks, a great 
hydro-electric station is being erected 
adjacent to the spillway in Gatun dam. 
There are three 2,250 kilowatt water 
turbines and three 2,000 kilowatt gen- 
erators with suitable exciters and other 
auxiliaries. 


Part of the electricity is to be used 


for lighting 
the 
line 
of the canal. 


There will be concrete lamp posts 100 
feet apart throughout the entire length 
of each lock wall. 
Altogether 7,000 


lamps will be installed at the locks. 


The report shows work has been go- 


ing on rapidly in preparing harbors for 
the shelter of ships at each end of the 
waterway. 
The work of fortification 


also has been progressing well, nearly 
-WO.OOO yards of concrete having been 
placed in the mortar pits and gun em- 
placc'ments during the Ia*t year. The 
sanitation of the isthmus also has been 
maintained st the high level set by Col. 
William C. Gcorgaa, the chief saniUry 
officer from the beginning.

Statement , 


DEATH OF TWO KINDS 


New York, Nor. 18.—"There are two 


kinds of death, general death, or death 
of the whole organization, and elemental 
death, or death of the tissues and or- 
gans." 


Such is the deliberate, scientific state- 


ment, go amazing to the layman, made 
by Dr. Alexis Carrel, of the Rockefeller 
institute here. 


To Dr. Carrel was awarded recently 


this year's Xoblf prize of ?3fl.OOO, for 
the most notable discoveries in medicine 
and surgery. 


In a .word. Dr. Carrel, who has sue 


eessfully 
transplanted 
blood 
vessels, 


and even kidneys from r>oe to other ani- 
mal*, asserts that, at the moment a man 
dies every healthy organ in him would 
continue to live if the proper circula- 
tion of blood were restored to it bv 
transplantation to a living body. 


"It is impossible to give a definition 


of general death." he goes on to say. 
"Everybody understands what it mean's. 
Nevertheless, we are as ignorant about 
it as about life. General death can oc- 
cur suddenly, while elemental death is 
a slow process. 


"A man, for instance, is ..tabbed 


through the heart and killed. His per- 
sonality has disappeared. He is dend. 


"However, all the organs and tissues 


which compose the body are still liv- 
ing. 
' 


"The life of every tissue and organ 


of the body could go on if a proper cir- 
culation were given back to them. 
If 


it wero possible to transplant immedi- 
ately after death the tissues and or- 
gans which compose the body into other 
human organisms no 
elemental death 


•would occur, and all 
the constituent 


parts of the body would- continue to 
live. The man, however, would be dead, 
for his personality .would have disap- 
peared. ' 


Definition of General Death. 


"In this case, general death can be 


denned as the rupture of the contract 
of association between the tissues and 
s organs by failure of one of the partners 


—the heart. 
Therefore, general death 


is very different from elemental deuth 
It is'merely the starting point of the 
disintegrativo phenomena which lead to 
elemental death. 


"Immediately after general death ele- 


mental death begins. 
It is a complex 


and slow process 
which progressively 


destroys the Wiving matter. We canno't 
know directly whether or not a tissue 
is living and by what chemical or physi- 
cal peculiarities a living being differs 
from its corpse. 


"There Is no Re-agent of Life." 


"Living matter, in a condition of non- 


manifes^ed life, is ap'arently similar to 
nonliving matter. Wo perceive life only 
through its manifestations. 


"What is the 
difference between a 


dead seed and a seed which will produce 
a large tree t We do not know. 


"We know merely that, immediately 


after general' death, the tissues are still 
alive, because they manifest life if they 
are given back to their normal circula- 
tion. We also know that some time 
after general death they died, because 
they are not able to manifest life again 
even when placed in normal physiolog- 
ical condition. 


"Between the death of the organism 


and the_elemental death- there is a period 
where the tissues are progressively in- 
vaded by cadaveric disintegration.
